Further south the B u tis h hav^ taken the village of Com 


hies, where there was terrific fighting during the German retirem ent 
a year ago last March. 
W est of Peronne the British have captured 


the town of Clery and they also have crossed the Somme south of 
Peronne. 
Along the line further south, which is held by the British, 


the night passed without change.

Mang n's arm y between the A lette and the Aisne, but these wore re­ 
pulsed by the French, who held positions east of Pasiy. which <s less 
than two miles northwest of Lot ss on s. 
Along the fro:*t 
from 
the 


Somme south to the Noyon region and thence east to the Ailette. 
a sector which is vitally important at present, the enemy appears to 
have checked the French until he can extricate his forces from the 
perilous p ortio n in the salient between the Somme and the Oise. P ro ­ 
gress southeast of Arras would seem to be the most important fea­ 
ture of the news from the great battle. 
Canadians, it 
appears, 
are 


slowly advancing along the Arras-Ca mb raj road and are widening the 
gap in the famous line to which th e Germ ans retired eighteen months 
ago. 
It seems that any great additional British success in this re­ 
gion may shatter Germ any's hopes of conducting a defensive cam­ 
paign along this front to which it is probable the Germans are now 
hastily w ithdrawing.

The tone of disgust with which 
he gave vent to these sentiments was 
more significant, perhaps, 
than 
the 
words used might imply. 


“ Your president is trying to over­ 
throw me and my fam ily from tho 
throne of Germ any by his notes,” he 
commented bitterly, when I saw him 
shortly after the publication of tho 
president’s reply to the pope, “ but he 
little understands how loyal are my 
people and now futile his efforts w ill 
prove. 
They held meetings recently 
all over the empire, in every city and 
village, and showed their allegiance 
to me in no uncertain way, and your 
president received the answer from 
my people* that he deserved!” 
I won­ 
dered whether the kaiser was unaware 
of the fact that all these meetings 
had bein inspired by tin* government 
ann their useful agent, the press, or 
whether he was once again making 
use of his histrionic ability. 
Although Germany is regarded as 
the cradle of socialism, to the kaiser 
it was a cancer which was slowly eat­ 
ing aw ay the foundations of his em­ 
pire and he viewed its progress w ith 
the direst misgivings. 
Before the w ar he steadfastly re­ 
fused to receive a deputation of so­ 
cialists and never once gave an audi­ 
ence 
the leaders of the socialist 
party in tho rcichstag, although the 
heads of committees of all the other 
political 
parties 
were at 
times re­ 
ceived in conference. 
W elle the rcichstag was little more 


than a children’s debating society, the* 
growth aud increasing power of the 
socialistic party, which was constantly 
clamoring for the reform vote, could 
noi la* ignored, and no doubt had a 
groat deal to do w ith the militarists* 
anxiety not to postpone the w ar too 
long. 
A fter 
mobilization 
was 
ordered, 
however, the kaiser decided to recede 
from his position somewhat, and from 
the balcony of the palace in Berlin, in 
front of which an enormous crowd 
had gathered, he declared significant­ 
ly : “ I recognize no parties. 
W e are 
now all Germans.” 
If anyone imagines, however, that 
bis kowtowing to the socialists in this 
instance was evidence of a permanent 
change of heart, he little appreciate* 
how deeply rooted is the kaiser’s ab­ 
horrence of socialism and democracy. 
Indeed, one of the principal things the 
kaiser hoped to accomplish by prose­ 
cuting the w ar to a triumphant con­ 
clusion was the blow it would deal to 
socialistic 
progress. 
Ile 
felt 
that 
victory would make his arm y the idol 
of the people and that their monarch 
would shine in the reflected glory of 
their m artial achievements. 
A suc- 
cessful war. he believed, would set so- 
ci<1:sm back •» hundred years. 


Democracy's W orst Enemy. 


The great m ilitary machine which 
the kaiser had built up during the first 
2t» years of his reign “ for the purpose 
of m aintaining peace” was constantly 
Itching for war. 
There was a feeling 
among the m ilitarists that while it 
was all right for tin* kaiser to assume 
the role of the “ Prince of Peace” dur­ 
ing the period of preparation, it was 
possible to overplay the part. 
H e so 
frequently referred to the fact that 
Jus sole purpose in m aintaining a large 
arm y and navy was to maintain peace 
that the w ar lords of Germ any began 
to fear that perhaps he might mean it. 
The murder of the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, the successor to the Aus­ 
trian throne, and his w ife by a Ser­ 
bian on Ju n e 21*. IDI4, gave Germ any 
♦ he excuse for which she had been 
w aiting so long to start a European 
conflagration 
and 
found 
Austria as 
anxious for w ar as lier ally. 
B u t even had Em peror Franz Joseph 
shown reluctance to plunge his nation 
into w ar and had Austria refused to 
chastise Serbia f o r the murder of the 
Archduke I doubt very much whether 
the kaiser would have allowed that 
event to have gone unavenged. 
It touched him in one of his most 
vulnerable spots, 
The sanctity of roy­ 
alty is one of his most cherished ideas. 
H e felt sponsor for the monarchies 
of the world, as we feel sponsor for 
the democracies. A thrust at a throne 
was a stab at the kaiser s heart, and 
w ith or without the co-operation of 
Austria I firmly believe be would have 
gone to any lengths to have avenged 
the crim e of Sarajevo.

the czar of 
Russia 
in 
which 
he pointed out that Austria 
ought to be allowed to chastise Serbia 
without interference from the other
